lamps of the Edison Company. 

At the drug store Mr. Bechtelheimer 
has installed the “hollow wire” system 
of gasoline lighting and his four or 
five lamps “turn the night time into 
daytime.” In this system the gasoline 
is supplied to the lamps through a 
hollow wire by air pressure and each 
lamp generates its own gas. 

City Clerk Madden yesterday re¬ 
ceived a reply from Manager White of 
the Edison Company to the demand of 
the city trustees that the street lighting 
service be improved. He stated that 
the trouble was due to the fact that a 
few lamps intended for a current of 
different voltage than the one used 
here had been in use and that these 
would be changed. This may remedy 
matters in the case of a few lights, 
especially if the lamps supplied are 
new ones. But this explanation does 
not explain the uniformtly poor ser¬ 
vice which has been furnished. 

It has been suggested that if a feather 
duster and a damp cloth were used on 
the street lamps it would serve to 
render them more nearly visible to the 
naked eye. But the only real remedy I 
seems to lie in furnishing new lamps at 
regular and reasonably short intervals. 
City Attorney Haas says that when he 
draws up another street lighting con¬ 
tract ha will see to it that this is pro¬ 
vided for.

Scientific American.—Madame Curie 
possesses 15 milligrames of radium. Prof. 
Bordas 10, Sir William Ramsay 20, Sir 
William Crooks 20, Prof. d'Arsol 20, 
and Thomas A. Edison 20 milligrammes. 
About 20 milligrammes more are in the 
possession of other professors. All this 
is in the form of pure or nearly pure 
radium and its salts, and the entire 
amount is 135 milligrames, or about 2 
grains troy. 

Commerical low-grade radium is dis¬ 
tributed among a great many hands and 
its strength is very variable. Hence 
exact statistics are not obtainable, but 
it is estimated that the entire amount 
of commercial radium contains less pure 
radium than the quantity in the posses- I 
sion of scientists, as stated above. 

To these supplies must be added the 
the comparatively, enormous quantity of ' 
3 grammes of radium which Profs. 
Exner and Wein have lately extracted 
from half a ton of Juachimsthal pitch- 
blend, the value of which is estimated 
at $80,000. One gramme of this is to be 
lent to Sir William Ramsay for experi¬ 
ments on radium emanation.
